SOLDIERS FAVORED 


H 


UBERT WORK, First Assistant ro<4ma-5- 
ter General, has released a statement 


carrying the information that persons toriuer- 
ly in the naval and military service are given 
preference in examinations for Presidential 
postmaster, being required to make parsing 
grades of C5 per cent, while all other candi- 
dates must ipaXe grades of at leasl 70 per cent 
in order to be eligible. 


Work also further explains that a \acancy 


in a Presidential postmasth'ship occurs on the 
date upon which a postmaster's term expires 
and not from May 10. When a vacancy occurs 
in a position of Prcbideutal postmaster, in- 
formation regarding the examination is given 
out by the civil sen ice commission at the office 
where the -vacancy cxisK Any person in the 
classified civil service AV!IO meets ilie require- 
ment h as to age, residence and along other 
lines is permitted to take an examination of 
tins character, or the Department may "nomi- 
nate such classified employes, provided the 
civil service commission finds that he meets 
the minimum requirements for the position." 


The ruling provides that postmasters "who 


reach the age of 65 years before their terms 
expire "will be "permitted to servo out their 
terms." 
Terms of postmasters expire four 


years from the date of the last appointment. 


Contrary to belief that existed in some 


quarters that veterans are exempt from the 
age requirement in the executive order of May 
10, 3921. and that former soldiers were to be 
accorded ratings without taking regular ex- 
aminations, the information is given that there 
is no such law. However, former soldiers are 
entitled to preference.
